A report on the investigation of the 
xetail milk dealers has been sent to 
Washington.' Federal .officials declare

he deferred until the present investiga- 
tion of the operations of dairymen is

The object of the department, to de- 
termine whether retailers are operat- 
ing in the matter of prices in conjunc- 
tion with dairymen or whether both are 
conspiring independently to raise the 
price of milk.

> Betrayed by Abe Diamond, junk deal 
er. William Wilkins, alleged to be the 
"king of the wire thieves" who have 
terrorized Illinois and southern Wiscon- 
sin by their daring deeds of theif and 
crime was arrested at 2 o'clock Tues- 
day morning. 

At the point of a gqn Thomas 'i'yrrell 
assistant chief of police and Clarence 
Hicks, held up, the alleged theft, put 
the hand-cuffs on him and brought him 
to Waukegan. 

Late Monday , afternoon Abe Dia- 
mond, a well known junk deiler, in- 
formed Chief «Tyrrell that a wire thief 
has employed him as a "fence" to mar- 
ket loot which was to be taken to Wau- 
kegan Monday night 
, The alleged wire thief first attempt- 
ed to hire a rig at the Courson Livery, 
but Courson was suspicious and he noti- 
fied Tyrrell. 

Tyrrell had planned to send Diamond 
into the country with the alleged theif 
but the junk dealer lost his nerve "and 
refused to go without an escort. Thos- 
Moore, foreman at the Courson barn, 
volunteered to accompany Diamond. 

Shortly before eleven o'clock. Dia- 
mond, Moore and the alleged thief, left 
Waukegan. They drove west on Grand 
Avenue to th^-MIhvauIffcVYaid' 'Where 
they turned north. After driving north 
on Milwaukee road about five miles the 
alleged thief, ordered Moore, to stop the 
horses. He complied with the order. 
The alleged thief walked'to one side of 
|the road, and commenced cutting cop- 
er wire from telephone wires that fell 
uring the recent blizzard. After he 
had rolled up about 250 pounds of wire, 
e ordered Moore to drive bacjf to Wau- 

egan.

AWAIIED COMING OF SON 

Clinton Haush of North Chicago Killed by 
Train at Rondoul 

All day 'Friday. Mrp. John Housh. 
who lives at the corner of Twenty-sec- 
ond street and Dickey avenue. North 
Chicago, looked forward to a visit from 
he;* son, Clinton, who had promised to 
return home from Rondout where he 
was employed, to spend his 24th birth- 
day with her. He did not come. Sat- 
urday morning she received word that 
he had been almost Instantly killed by 
a fast passenger train a half mile east 
of Rondout. He was walking along the 
track when the train struck him and it 
is believed he had started to walk to 
North Chicago to keep his promise to 
his mother. The latter la heartbroken. 
The young man had been working at 
Rondout for the last four years and did 
not return homo often. The last time 
he was home he had promised that he 
would be home to celebrate his 24th 
birthday with his fond parent: 

The accident took place at 5:15 o'clock 
Friday evening. Housh apparentlydid 
not hear the approach of the train be- 
hind him. The engineer did all in his 
power to stop the train but the acci- 
dent could not be averted. The crush- 
ed and almost severed body of the 
young man was thrown mto the ditch. 
The train was brought to a stop as 
soon as possible and was backed to the 
scene of the accident 

House was breathing faintly. He 
was lifted into the baggage car in order 
that he might be rushed to the nearest 
hospital with all possible speed. 

Word was sent ahead to Deerfield 
and the body was removed from the 
train at that point and removed to an 
undertakingestablishment It was some 
little time before his identity was es- 
tablished.

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Circuit Judge Charles Whitney Tues- 
day afternoon upheld the valadity of 
the ordinance in Zion City which pro- 
hibits smoking on the public higbways*. 
in public parks and in public places. By 
the decision. Overseer Voliva has won 
a big victory. in his fight to have this 
much talked of ordinance sustained. 

The ruling merely upholds the ordin- 
ance and the court at once assessed a 
fine of $3 against Richard Behrens, the 
man whose smoking on the streets was 
carried from, the justice court to the 
Circuit court Attorney Beaubieh for 
the man who sought to kill the ordin- 
ance, at once took steps to appeal the 
decision, which was in line with the 
judge's desire, as he plainly expressed 
when explaining his views on the case. 
He at once entered an order for ah ap- 
peal, fixing the appeal bond at $100. 
The appeal will be prepared at once 
and the Supreme court will pass on the 
Validity of the ordinance. ! 

While the anti-Voliva faction con- 
trols the city affairs, that faction had 
shown no desire to enforce this ordin- 
ance for many months until finally 
Voliva personally insisted on it being 
enforced and the arrest of Behrens fol- 
lowed with a likewise decision to test 
the case in Circuit court. 

Voliva retained Attorney Chariea 
Barnes of Woodstock to assist his per- 
sonal attorney George Fields oiid Judge 
Barnes, city, attorney of Zi6h. Tbor 
Woodstock attorney has worked hard 
on the case and he presented .author- 
ities for inustihg on the court holding ' 
the law valid. One of them was a de- 
cision of the Supreme court of Mas- 
sachusetts in 1819. At that time there 
was a state law which forbade smok- 
ing or even carrying a lighted cigar In 
any place in the state. And the Su- 
preme court upheld it. 
In giving his ruling, Judge Whitney' 

said: ■ ^-—^ ' • 

"This questlorTlrrt^cWes the validity- , 
of the ordinance and.ic^ -sufntieiit fdt '' 
me to say, perhaps, unaer the law, as L 
understand it, \ should not decide that 
the ordinance is invalid unless it is per- 
fectly clear to me that it is unreason- 
able and an exercise of excess power by 
the city. While i might not think that 
it is absolutely clear that the ordinance 
is invalid, at the same time, if there's a 
question of doubt in my mind wKether-. 
it is or not, then, as I understand ttiv 
my duty' is clear to hold the ordinance 
is valid and that is my finding.". And!

colors of the earth, sea and sky, It Is 
quite poaslblo, as some aaaort, that the 
first Irish banner waa blue— the color 
of the sky or the blue waters from 
which the sun Boems to rise or sink. 
It la more likely, however, to have 
been green, emblematic of the Qteon 
Isle, with sunburst added na the colors 
of the lUuatrlous people who subdued 
the original tribes and raised the flrat 
flag on Erin's aoll, showing their 
Asiatic origin and their emblem of 
worship, they being followers of ^o- 
roaster, or flro wonihlpora. 

But although the Colts became the 
nilero of the soil they had no charao- 
tcrlatlo banner, each tribe paving Its 
own emblem, until the arrival of the 
Miletian colony from the grand dty 
Miletus, In Asia Minor. Their flag 
was then accepted by the Celta, Wd 
it Is generally conceded that all the 
different kings and prlncea that after- 
ward reigned end warred with each 
other clung to the green flag down 
through tho centuries of wars and 
tumult, leaving Erln'a flag, If posdblo, 
greener than ever. 

During tho first year of the Chris- 
tian era tho Irish flag was ornamented 
"wtth an ancient harp of gold. And ai 
many^of the people remained imcon- 
verted to ChriaUanity, half of tho aun- 
burst was blazoned on tbo flag. The 
harp Boems to have been heard for 
tho flrflt time in Ireland during the 
first year of tho ChrlsUon era. It waa 
Introduced by the famous Tlmotheus, 
a celebrated musician and poot, a de- 
scendant of Tlmotheus of Miletus. 
The f)eople <3f Ireland wero thrown 
into a fltato of such ■ecstocy (by the 
sweet otralna of tho harp that they 
resolved to.nse It on tho flag. And 
during the first Chrifftlan year, when 
the Psalms of David -wore being sung 
with groat pomp, tradition Tolnta to 
tho fact that the lost hair of King 
David went to Ireland, 

The harp became the mnslo -of all 
classes, while the God ot David Tvaa 
generally accepted, 4»nd the Christians 
floon outnumbered the Fire Worship- 
ers, who disappeared altogether after 
|wo^oentj«ea. And It Js hard for the

When one conaldefrs tho question 
*'Jlural School Consolidation," about 
the firajt thought' which Is apt to pre- 
sent Itself la; •'Why discuss such a 
subject at nil?" or '•W^iat reason is 
there for giving any time and thought 
to it?" Twenty years ago such an 
eipresBlon as consolidation of rural 
schools waa scarcely heard of. Ten 
years ago It waa still uncommon, and 
even today there Is no small number 
of people right here In this groat pral- 
rio state of Illinois who do not know 
why there Is reason for or, perhaps 
better, real need of the consideration 
of a subject which deals with the 
modification of our present rural 
Bcliool system. 

Questions like the above, however, 
are apt to como from Individuals who 
either are Ignorant of present condi- 
tions or who are opposed to any 
change which docs not seem to be one 
that will yield a direct money re- 
turn. Regardless of knowledge or 
Ignorance of present conditions, there 
Boems to be' no question that 'the one 
room country school as the prevailing 
typo will soon be a thing of the past.. 
The average one room school ia not 
a few years behind the Umea. Al- 
though it has been of immense value 
to the country, it has failed to become 
efflclent. It needs adjustment which 
must be Intelligently done. Again, in 
thoae oldeii times when this one room 
school was so valuable It was attend- 
ed by young men and young women. 
It seems to have been more of a social 
center than It la at present Today, 
the upper age limit Is about fifteen 
years. There are no"bIgboysandblg 

Many of the people move to town to 
educate their children and tho old 
school house Is almost forsaken. The 
spirit Is killed and there is mucl^ in- 
activity. 

Today, much of tho land is farmed 
by tenants. For this reason there Is 
much moving about each year, and In 
the winters the school district will 
lose some pupils and gain others. 
This, coupled with the fact that a

largo number of tho teachers remalp 
at the same school but a year or two, 
accounts In a large measure for tho 
lack of Interest in school affairs. The 
teachers may lack training and expe- 
rience, but they are not always op- 
ulently paid, and from the labor stand- 
point are no doubt worthy their 
hire. 

In sections of the country there is 
often no connection whatever be- 
tween the schools except that the 
course of study may have some points 
In common. Tho kind of teacher em- 
ployed and subject matter taught are 
largely, determined by the llkea and 
dlallkoB of tho neighborhood. At flrat, 
this may seem all right, and In accotd- 
anco with homo . rule, or self gov- 
ernment, but it seems that a neigh- 
borhood as well ps an Individual 
should be trained toward .certain 
Ideals. In order to connect theae 
schools more closely there must be 
more thorough organization, and the 
most effective system through which, 
this may be brought about seems to 
be that In which conaolldatlon is in- 
volved. , 

Consolidation may not always he 
carried put In the same manner. In 
some townahlpa the sub-district 
schools may be abandoned and the pu- 
pils convoyed to village schools cen- 
trally located. This does not seem to 
be the best method,- however, for If 
possible, the achool should always be 
In tho country. In other plsLcea spe- 
cial districts are created to include 
territory sutDclently extensive to. re- 
quire tho transportation of pupils to 
school. Again tho central , buildings, 
grounds, wagona and all, belong to 
the township, while In others the wag- 
ons may belong to the contractors. 
Nevertheless, the principle Is- the 
same. There ia nothing complex 
about it. 

•Tno^nlex^Hhculty' IS to do away* 
with the old system. After thla, erect 
a modern building and provide for the 
transportation of pupUa who live too 
far away to walk. lu fact, the whole 
problem Involves the conveyance of 
children at public expense. For this 
some sort of legislation Is necessary. 

Conaolldatlon, embracing provlaiona 
for tho public conveyance of the pu- 
pils la now a part of the rural system 
In 32 states.

A note of wamlng^to flah uaers may 
not be amiss. Fiah should he cpnald- 
ered unfit for food when the eyea 
have lost their aheen, the cornea ia 
somewhat cloudy, the gills pale red, 
when blubber shows at the gills, when 
the scales are dry or easily loosened, 
or when the meat is so soft that if 
preaaed with the fingers the Indenta- 
tion remains. When using canned 
flsh tho flah should be taken from the 
can at once as tho combined action 
of the can contents and oxygen of tho 
alr'upon the lead of the solder or the 
can Itaelf may bo dangerous. 

Moreover, aa In everything else for 
human consumption, cleanliness 
should be considered next to godll- 
neas; and the dealer especially should 
be Impressed with the fact that god- 
liness is Imposatblb without cleanli- 
ness.
